Berlin Announces 15,000 Sol- 
ders and 60 Guns Have Been 
Taken in Three Days. 


MOUNTAIN IS STORMED 


Invaders’ Maneuver in North Is 
Like the One Which Caused 
Great Retreat. 


BERLIN, via London, Dec. 7.— 
Four thousand more Italians have 
been captured in the new Austro- 
German offensive on the northern 
front, bringing up the total to 15.000, 
according to today's official com- 
munication. 

Monte Sisemol was captured by

It was announced yesterday that 
German artillery was assisting the 
Austro-Hungarian army of Field 
Marshal Conrad von Aoetzendorff in 
the Italian operations. 

Vienna’s announcement yesterday 
of the success in Italy said: 

“The enemy has suffered a heavy 
defeat. Early Tuesday, after pow- 
erful artillery preparation in whith 
German batteries co-operated with 
the troops under Field Marshal Con- 
rad, we launched an attack agains:

sive works the stubbornly conduct- 
ed defense was broken. The deep 
snow and severe cold rendered 
progress difficult, but the careful 
preparation for the attack and the 
bravery of the attackers were able 
to overcome every counter measure. 

“Early Wednesday Monte Baden- 
ecche and Monte Tondarecar fell and 
at midday Kaiserjaeger Regiment 
No. 3 stood Monte Gilfa. To- 
ward evening e Italian resistance 
on the Meletta ridge broke down 
before our encircling and storming 
attacks. Enemy reinforcements 
coming up from Valstagna were 
taken on the flank by the fire of 
our batteries situated east of the 
Brenta. 

“During the morning hours yes- 


gle lost Monte Bello and the rear 
positions near Foza.

German Maneuver Same as That 
Which Caused Great Retreat.

ITALIAN HBADQUARTERS IN 


NORTHERN ITALY, Thursday, Dec. 
6.—The big operation which the en- 
emy is attempting in the north is 
virtually a repetition of the turning 


movement he executed six weeks ago 
in the great offensive above Gorizia.

Goats Sent From Washington. D. C.; 
Camouflage Mountain“ to Serve 
as Plaground for New Animals, 
The Zoological Garden at Forest 
Park was increased today by the 
addition of a Himalayan tahr, a spe- 
cies of goat; a Barbary mountain 
goat, an Arabian camel, a buffalo 
cow, six alligators and a miscel- 
laneous assortment of ducks and 
plumage birds. The animals and the 
alligators came from Washington, 
D. C., and the fowls from Cincin- 

nati. 

The Barbary goat, known biologi- 
cally as the aoudad, has the longest 
beard of any of the species, and has 
to hold its head high to keep from 
stepping on its whiskers.

HELPED STRANGE WOMEN 

Soldiers, Some Wounded, in 
Rescue Work; Every Con- 
veyance Commandeered.

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, Dec. 7.— 
William Barton, former telegraph 
editor of the Montreal Gazette and 
now traveling auditor of the Cana- 
dian Imperial Munitions Beard, at 
Ottawa, related today his experience 
during the explosion. He was at 
breakfast in the Halifax Hotel. 

“In 10 seconds it was all over,“ 
Barton said. “A low rumbling, a 
quake shock, with everything vibrat- 
ing, then an indescribable noise, fol- 
lowed by the fall of plaster and the 
smashing of glass. 

“A cry went up, ‘A German bomb,’ 
and there was a rush down the hall- 
way amid falling pictures, glass and 
plaster, to the shattered doors, and 
through great projecting triangular 
pieces of glass to the street. Here 


I found myself with a burden. How 


she had come into my arms I do 
not know; yet here she was, hyster- 
ically shrieking, ‘Oh, my poor sts- 


ter, my poor sister.’ 
Finds Friends Unscathed. 

“Outside, overhead, a giant smoke 
cloud was moving northward. Dan- 
ger seemed over. I crossed the road, 
laid my feminine burden on a door- 
step and returned to the hotel. My 
nid, for I was unscathed, was pos- 
sibly needed for more there. I made 
my way upstairs to the rooms of 
two friends. The rooms were va- 
cant, but normal, even the glass un- 
broken—and few panes of glass re- 
main unbroken in this area. Once 
more I was in the street, meeting my 
companions on the threshold. They, 
too, were unscathed. 

“Our plans were quickly made. We 
were off to the immediate vicinity 
of the disaster, for, among many 
theories, we accepted as most plaus- 
ible the blowing up of a munitions 
ship. Towards Citadel Hill we went, 
and the further we went the more 
horrid were the scenes. Improvised 
stretchers were on all sides, con- 
verging into the main thorough- 
fares. The wounded were every- 
where, but most of these unfortun- 
ates could hobble or walk. 

Soldiers on the March. 

“Our course had led to the ar- 
mory. Here the khaki-clad men 
were already on parade, many of the 
soldiers showing wounds bound with 
handkerchiefs. ; 

“As we passed they were on the 
march toward the more devastated 
area. The order had gone forth, 
‘Commandeer all vehicles, auto or 
horse.’ A cordon was drawn across 
the streets and passengers were 
forced to alight and resume their 
journeys afoot.” 


Some Desperately Wounded in 
Streets, Others Buried by Wreck- 


age. 

ST. JOHN, New Brunswick, Dec. 
7.—Eyewitnesses of the Halifax ex- 
plosion reaching here today told de- 
tails of the horrors through which 
they passed. In the party were 14 
young. women students from Mount 
St. Vincent’s Academy. 

Edmond P. Barry, St. John, postal 
clerk, was at Richmond during the 
worst of the catastrophe. 

“Some people came to us with 
noses shot off, eyes put out, faces 
slashed with flying glass, limbs torn 
and distorted,” he said. “On one 
éccaston, while we were working 
around a wrecked building, we could 
see a little baby 50 feet or more un- 
derneath a burning mass crying for 
aid. We could not get within 30 
feet of the child and had to watch 
while it burned to death. Men, wom- 
en and children were lying in the 
streets and hundreds must be buried 
beneath wreckage.” 

J. C. Gillespie, a train conductor, 
said that at Richmond fully 60 per 
cent of the buildings collapsed. Ba- 
bies were lying in the streets dead.

Traffic Manager Says Authority 
for Increase Will Be Re- 
quested at Hearing. 
OFFICIAL FIRST WITNESS 
Tells Public Service Commission 
Association Will Have $1,-

The Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion is preparing to ask the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to au- 
thorize an increase of its “trans- 
rover rates,“ commonly known as 
the bridge arbitrary, according to 
testimony given at a hearing before 
the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission at the Planters Hotel to- 
day by W. Stith, traffic manager of 
the Association. ; 

This hearing was on the Termi- 
nal’s application to.the State Com- 
mission for authorization to tncrease 
switching charge rates for trans- 
ferring freight from one connect- | 
ing line to another. A similar ap- 
plication is pending before the IIli- 
nois Public Service Commission. 
Because of the interstate problems 
involved A. J. Hagerty, attorney ex- 
aminer for the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, attended the hearing 
and did most of the questioning. 

Stith, who was the first witness 
examined, testified that the Termi- 
reat | finances would show a deficit of 
$1,500,000 at the close of the present 
year. 

At the close of 1916, he said, it 
had a surplus of $900,000, but this 
has been wiped out and an addi- 
tional $600,000 has been spent. This, 
he declared, was due to increases in 
the cost of wages, fuel and equip- 
ment. 

Stith said wages increased 3845, 
000, fuel cost increased $387,900 and 
supplies and equipment increased 
$275,000. 

A schedule of the proposed in- 
creases was filled with the commis- 
sion July 2 last. Action on them 
was suspended for investigation. In 
some instances the proposed new 
rates would mean a 300 per cent in- 
crease in switching rates. In oth- 
ers, acording to location, they would 
mean a reduction, according to Ter- 
minal officials: 

The company asked permission to 
change its rate system on certain 
classes of freight so as to charge 10 
cents a ton, instead of the present 
rate of $1 a car. 

C. B. Bee, chief rate expert of the

It is an ele- 
mentary rule that the forms of a trial 
must be gone through without inter- 
ference from any source. If, when 
the sentence has been rendered, it 
appears that there has been a denial 
of justice, the case may be taken up 
diplomatically, with a view to secur- 
ing real justice. Thus in the early 
stages of the case the American Min- 
ister was helpless to interfere. All 
that he could do while the case was 
before the courts was to watch the 
procedure carefully and be prepared 
with a full knowledge of the facts to 
see that a fair trial was granted. 

Sample of German Justice.

We pointed out to 
Lancken that Miss Cavell's offenses 
were a matter of the past: that she 
had been in prison for some weeks, 
thus effectually ending her power for 
harm; that there was nothing to be 
gained by shooting her, and on the 
contrary this would do Germany 
much more harm than good and En- 
giand much more good than harm. 
We pointed out to him that the whole 
case was a very bad one from Ger- 
many’s point of view: that the sen- 
tence of death had heretofore been 
imposed anly for cases of espionage, 
that Miss Cavell was not even accused 
by the German authorities of any- 
thing so serious. We reminded him 
that Miss Cavell, as directress of a 
large nursing home, had, since the 
beginning of the war, cgred for large 
numbers of German soldiers in a 
way that should make her life sacred 
to them. I further called his atten- 
tion to the manifest failure of the 
Folitical Department to comply with 
its repeated promises to keep us in- 
formed as to the progress of the trial 
and the passing of the sentence.

He was on 
his way in an automobile to see the place where they had buried him—he stopped to ex- 
amine the spire of a church that had been wrecked by a German shell. 


While he lingered, a bunch of soldiers marched by, dusty and tired marehing on into the 
land beyond. Lauder consented to sing for them. When he began his song his audience 
numbered about two hundred—when he had ànished feur thousand soldiers cheered him. 


They went up the Bapaume road—the car stopped, Lauder clambered up the embankment 
and awav over the shell-torn field of Courcelette—climbed a ridge. In the first row facing 
the battle field a little cross marked the resting place of his boy. 


He knelt down—indeed. he lav upon the grave and clutched it, the while his body shook 
with the grief he felt. When the storm had spent itself he rose and prayed: 
I could have but one request. It would be that I might embrate my laddie just this once 
and thank him for what he has done. for his country and humanity.”’ 


It was suggested to him that the stress of such an hour made further song that day im- 


possible; but, turning to a companion, he said: 


I must be brave; my boy is watching, and 
all the other boys are waiting. 1 will ran to them this afternoon though my heart break!

as ordinance No. 1 (the first “settle-- 
ment’? proposed) was drawn, and

Many lines 
are without adequate service, These 
cars would cost $10,000 each under 
present conditions. Chicago and 
Kansas City companies have bought 
hundreds of new cars since the ‘set- 
tlements’ were made between these 
cities and the street railway corpora- 
tions. My prediction is that St. Louis 
will get more cars, too, if we end 
this controversy.’’ 


Contradiction Is Apparent. 


Smith’s statement concerning the 
State Board’s rigid specification for 
service on the lines of the Unit- 
ed Railways and his subsequent ad- 
mission that the company needs 200 
or 300 additional cars seemed to in- 
volve a contradiction. The United 
Railways admitted on Nov. 10 that 
on several of its lines the State 


cars had been Fiolated. 


“We knew for a year what. the 
United Railw ‘play’ was going to 
be and we aalen all the best fran- 
chises in the epuntry.”” Smith said. 

This statement was rogarded as 
interesting in view of the fact that 
no other city official ever intimat- 
ed, prior to Ogtober. 1916, that the 
United Railways was going to pro 
pose a “compromise” of the mill ax 
and request a new franchise. 


On the subject of the valuation of 
the United Railways established by 
the former City Public Service Com- 
mission, Smith said: 

“The City Commission’s valuation 
was largely office work. Three val- 
uations were mate by the commis- 
sion for $110,000. Proper detail 
work could not have been done in 
that time and for that expenditure. 
Valuation is important, for there 18 
no sense in putting obligations on 
the company unless the water is 
syueezed from its capitalization. The 
valuation should be reduced to a4 
minimum,” é . 

“Can the United Railways reor- 
ganize on a basis of $50,000,000 cap- 
italization ?”’ Chairman Schwartz 
aked Smith. 


Smith replied. , 

Smith said that he and James E. 
Alltson, chief engineer of the former 
City Commission, would “both. be 
disqualified” if a new valuation of 
the United Railways were made. 


“It is human nature that he would 
lean toward what he did in 1911. 
and I would lean toward what I did 
in 1917,” Smith said. “A new val- 
uation is a problem for an outsider.” 

Chairman Schwartz frequently re- 
assured Smith that the committee 
was not blaming him for the “pres- 
ent situation,” but Smith did not ap- 
pear to be wholly disabused of the 
notion that he was being selected 
asa “goat.” 


Schwartz Refers to Banners.

VALUE OF TAXICAB 
MONOPOLY REVEALED 


Exclusive Union Station Privilege 
Brings $50,000 a Year Rev- 
enue to Marshall Bros. 


The exclusive taxicab privilege at 
Union Station brings in a measure 
of more than $50,000 a year. This 
fact was brought out yesterday after- 
noon at a hearing before the Mis- 
sourl Public Service Commission of 
the complaint of the Yellow Taxicab 
Co., and the Travelers’ Protective 
Association against the retention of 
the exclusive rights by the St. Louis 
Transfer Co., which sublet the priv- 
llege to the Marshall Bros. Livery 
Co. on Jan. 1, 1916. 

John D. Marshall, president of the 
Marshall Bros. company, testified 
that in 23 months he has paid $14,- 
837.85, or 15 per cent of the gross re- 
ceipts from outgoing business to the 
St. Louis Transfer Co. for the sole 
right to solicit passengers in the con- 
course of the station. 

The complainants ask that all re- 
liable taxicab companies be given an 
equal chance to obtain business in 
the station. 

The St. Louis Transfer Co., which 
was represented by Thomas Plerce 
and Randolph Laughlin, contend 


that the concourse is the private 
property of the Terminal Railroad 
Association, and that it has the right f 
to lease the taxicab privileges to casi 
company, under Supreme Court de- 
cisions, 
Testifies as to Charges. 

Marshall said his 
charged 50 cents per person from 
the station to Hotel Jefferson. When 


asked if the Yellow Taxicab Co. “s 


rate for the same trip for four per- 
sons was only 95 cents, he replied he 
did not know. 

R. A. Knapp of Ironton, Mo., head 
of the Grievance Committee of the 
United Commercial Travelers, relat- 
ed that the organization had 3000 
members in this State, all of whom 
had been complaining for several 
years about the service at Union 
Station. He said he was only inter- 
ested in getting cheaper rates for 
the traveling public. 

E. P. Lampkin, a national director 


of the Travelers’ Protective Associa- 


tion, testified that he had been un- 
able to hire any taxicab.at Union 
Station, other than those belonging 
to Marshall Brothers. He suggested 
that all campanies, that sould give 
bond, should share equally in the 
privilege, to the end that rates might 
be lowered. ,

1-3 whole wheat flour, 1-3 white 
flour, 1-3 corn meal.

Large or small portions may be 
made according to the need if 
quantities are carefully followed. 
Panchard Recipe: 1% pounds white 
flour, 8 ounces graham flour, 4 
ounces rye flour, % ounce yeast, 
salt and water sufficient for mix- 
ing. These breads are a bit slower 
in rising than breads made with 
milk and shortening, so they must 
be given time to do so, and be in 
a warm temperature.

Cakes, Filling and Frostings. 
ERMITS—“ne and one-half 
H cups brown sugar, % cup but- 
ter, beat in 2 eggs, level tea- 
spoon salt, % teaspoon cloves, 1 tea- 
spoon cinnamon, % teaspoon nut- 
meg, % cup sour milk in which dis- 
solve 1 teaspoon soda, 2 cups flour, 1 
teaspoon baking powder, 1 cup 
chopped raisins. Drop from spoon, 
bake in moderate oven. 


“Jersey Wonders“ —12 eggs. 1 
pound powdered sugar, tumbler of 
butter, 1 nutmeg, 1 teaspoon cinna- 
mon, 1 even teaspoon soda, flour to 
make stiff dough. Mix spices with 
sugar and fry in deep boiling lard. 
When cooked to a good brown, 
take out. dry off on sieve. Sprinxle 
well with powdered sugar. These 
will last in cake tins any length of 
time. There should be always one 
little ball for each circle. 


Fruit Salad—Six oranges, 3 apples, 

1 can pineapple, 1 cup Malaga 
grapes seeded, 1 cup walnuts cut 
coarse. 
Dressing—Melt % cup butter, stir 
into butter 2 tablespoons flour, 1 ra- 
blespoon mustard, 3 tablespoons sug- 
ar, 1 teaspoon salt. When thor- 
oughly mixed beat in 2 eggs, then 
add 1 cup milk and 1 cup pineapple 
juice, % cup vinegar. Cook in dou- 
ble boiler until thick. When cold 
add % pint whipped cream. If one 
does not care for the pineapple it 
may be omitted and 2 eup of milk 
used instead. Serve on lettuce. Gar- 
nish with cherries.

Sponge Cake—Take the yolk of 5 
eggs, add 1 cup of sugar, % cup of 
potato flour, 1 small teaspoon of 
baking powder and 1 teaspoon of 
lemon extract. Beat stiff the whites 
of the 5 eggs and add it to the mix- 
ture. Bake in an “angel cake dish“ 
about 25 minutes and serve after 
powdering the top of the cake with 
sugar. 

Brownies— Melt 4 square of choco- 
late and 1 cup butter. Add 2 cups 
sugar, 4 well beaten eggs, 1 1-3 cups 
sifted flour, 1 cup chopped walnuts. 
This makes a large panful. 

Spice Cake—One cup sugar, 1 cup 
sour milk, % cup raisins, % cup 
butter, 1 teaspoon cloves, 1 tea- 
spoon cinnamon, 1% cups flour, 1 
teaspoon soda. 

Chocolate Doughnuts—One and 
one-half cups sugar, 2 eggs, 1-3 cup 
cream, 1 cup sour milk, 1 teaspoon 
soda, 4 tablespoons cocoa, 1 tea- 
spoon corn meal, nutmeg and pinch 
of cinnamon, flour to roll. 

Oatmeal Wafers—Half cup sugar.

flour enough to make a soft bat- 
ter. Roll very thin, cut with fancy 
cutter and bake brown. Suggestion 
—If these are mixed and put in re- 
frigerator the afternoon before bak- 
ing, they will be much richer, as less 
flour will be required when they 
are rolled out. 

Marguerites, Nut Cake—Ingredi- 
ents: Two eggs, 1 cup brown sugar, 
% cup flour, K teaspoon baking 
powder, 1-3 teaspoon salt, 1 cup En- 
glish walnut meat, cut in smai! 
pieces. Beat the eggs slightly ant 
add the other ingredients in the 
order given. Fill small buttered tins 
two-thirds full of the mixture and 
bake in a moderate oven for 15 
minutes. 

Chocolate Tartlets.—Four eggs, 1 
sq. of chocolate, 1 tablespoon = of 
cornstarch, 3 tablespoons of milk, 
4 tablespoons sugar, 1 teaspoon va- 
nilla, 1 saltspoon salt, 4% teaspoor 
cinnamon, 1 tablespoon butter, melt- 
ed. Melt the chocolate in the milk 
and when it boils stir in the corn 
starch and stir well until it thickens. 
Set aside till it cools, beat up the 
yolks and 2 whites of eggs, with the 
sugar, and stir them into the cold 
chocolate, with the vanilla, cinna- 
mon, salt and butter till lizht. Bake 
in open shells of pastry. When done 
cover with a meringue made of the 
remaining whites of eggs, whipped to 
a stiff froth with 2 tablespoons su- 
gar and 1 teaspoon lemon juice. To 
be eaten cold.

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N an amusing satire, in which he 
throws a thousand fantastic 
lights upon the relationship be- 

tween parents and children, George 
Bernard Shaw makes the father in 
the play declare that the time will 
come when no child will know who 
its parents are, and no parents will 
know their own children. Then, he 
says, there will be a chance for par- 
ents and children to be friends when 
As it is now there is a 
wall 10 feet thick between them that 
neither can break. through. 

Of course the Shavian point of view 
is always a humorously exaggerat- 
ed one, but it is true that between 
most parents and children there is a 
wall 10 feet thick that they can 
neither break through nor climb 
over, and if most fathers and moth- 
ers and children would tell the truth 
they would admit that there is no- 
body else on earth with whom they 
feel so little acquainted as with those 
who are flesh of their flesh and bone 
of their bone. 

What is this bar that so tragically 
separates parents and children and 
so often makes any real intimacy or 
companionship between them impos- 
sible? 

It isn’t a matter of lack of affec- 
tion or of neglect on the parents’ 
part, because you see this want of 
companionship just as often in 
households where the parents have 
sacrificed themselves for their chil- 
dren and slaved for them as you do 
in the households where the children 
have been brought up by nurses and 
governesses and tutors. Indeed, the 
wail, My children never tell me 
anything; I am not in their confi- 
dence,” is never so bitter as from 
the lips of parents who have literal- 
ly worshipped their offspring. 

It is not a matter of disparity of 
age. Father is on chummy terms 
with half a dozen boys the age of 
his own son, who are in his office. 
He can joke with them and tell them 
stories and discuss with them every 
topic from a batting record to the 
temptations that lie in wait for every 
young man. But when he is left 
alone for half an hour with his own 
boy they haven’t a word to say to 
each other, and are embarrassed and 
ill at ease, and one or the other 
makes a sneak of it at the first op- 
portunity.

T isn’t because mother is old that

The vanity of parents makes them 
pose before their children as ora- 
cles and little tin gods, and while 
you may reverence and even ab- 
stractly love a superior being, you 
can’t possibly pal with one. You 
haven’t any tie of human kinship 
You haven't the nerve to 
even expect one who has always been 
perfect, and never made mistakes 
or had silly yearnings for foolish 
things to sympathize with your own 
faults and weaknesses. 

It is because parents put them- 
selves up on self-erected pedestals in- 
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stead of staying down on the ground 
where their children are that there is 
so little companionship between 
them. 

It is a pathetic and a curious fact 
that human egotism finds its ultimate 
expression in parenthood. The first 
thing that fathers and mothers do 
when a child is born is to explore the 
poor little red countenance for a 
trace of their own lineaments, and 
they are overjoyed when they find out 
that they have wished on the unfor- 
tunate little creature their own nose, 
or mouth, or eyes, or chin, regardless 
of how ugly the features may be. 

Then they are determined to domi- 
nate their child's life, to mold its 
opinions, decide its destiny, no matter 
even if their own lives have been fail- 
ures that showed that they lacked in- 
telligence and judgment. Other peo- 
ple may think me dull and stupid and 
a poor manager, says the father or 
mother inwardly, but I am deter- 
mined that my child shall admire me 
und reverance me as an oracle. 

Therefore father assumes the atti- 
tude of one who has always been a 
model of all the virtues and who has 
never for an instant strayed from the 
ttraight and narrow path. He might

And the price he pays for his self-

high road.

Mama is so good. she wouldn't un- 
derstand, says the girl to herself, 
and so she carefully hides from moth- 
er all of her foolish little love af- 
fairs, and finds it more impossible 
to tell mother the things she really 
thinks and feels than she would to 
confide them to any other woman on 
earth. 

Another bar between parents and 
children is the incredible conceit that 
makes parents think their way the 
only way, and that they have a right 
to make their children follow their 
scheme of life, no matter what the
